New Delhi, the 15th March, 1999 

G.S.R. 209(E). —In exercise of the powers conferred 
by clause (a) of sub-section (2) of section 35 of the Telecom 
Regulatory Authority of India Act, 1997 (No. 24 of 1997), 
the Central Government hereby makes the following rules, 
to amend the Telecom Regulatory Authority of India (Salaries, 
Allowances and Conditions of Service of Chairperson and 
other Members) Rules 1997, namely :— 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Telecom Regulatory 
Authority of India (Salaries, Allowances and Conditions of 
Service of Chairperson and other Members) Amendment 
Rules, 1999. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the official gazette. 

2. In the Telecom Regulatory Authority of India 
(Salaries, Allowances and Conditions of Service of 
Chairperson and other Members) Rules, 1997, after rule 3, 
the following rules shall be inserted, namely :— 

“4. Terms and conditions of Chairperson if he is a 
retired Judge :— 

When a retired Judge of the Supreme Court or a retired 
Chief Justice of a High Court is appointed as Chairperson, 
he shall be entitled to— 


(i) receive such city compensatory allowance as 
would be admissible to a serving Judge of the 
Supreme Court or a High Court, as the case may 
be, al the Headquarters station of the Authority; 

(ii) receive travelling allowance and daily allowance 
according to his entitlement as a Judge on the 
rates admissible at the time of his re-employment; 

(iii) the facility of temporary Government 
accommodation in guest houses or Inspection 
bungalows run by the Central Government, 
wherever available, on payment of normal rent 
at outstations, of the class to which a Central 
Government servant of the highest class is 
eligible; 


(iv) receive such transfer travelling allowance as 
admissible to a Central Government servant of the 
highest grade from home-town to Headquarters for 
joining the Authority and from Headquarters to 
home-town at the end of the assignment; 


(v) undertake official vi-:t„ uuroad with the prior 
approvaf of f ',e Minister of the Government of 
in-charge of the Depart" 1 ■”y„ of 
Telecommunications and clearance from the 
Ministry of External Affairs on the points re 1 
to political affairs;

which shall be regulated in accordance with the 
Central Government instructions as applicable to 
officers of equal grade in the Government of India; 

(vii) rent free furnished accommodation at the rates 
specified by the Central Government from time 
to time for this purpose or house rent allowance 
at the rate of twelve-and-a-half per cent of his 
pay in lieu thereof; 

(viii) medical treatment and hospital facilities as 
provided in the Central Government Health 
Services Scheme and at places where the Central 
Government Health Services Scheme is not 
available, he and members of his family shall be 
entitled to the medical facility as admissible to 
Cabinet Ministers of the Government of India; 

(ix) thirty days earned leave for every year of service 
and the payment of leave salary during leave shall 
be governed by rule 40 of Central Civil Servicfes 
(Leave) Rules, 1972; provided that he shall keep 
the Minister of tire Government of India in-charge 
of the Department of Telecommunications 
informed about his leave of absence; 

(x) encashment of fifty per cent of earned leave to his 
credit at any time; 

(xi) such leave travel concession for self and for 
members of his family as admissible to re¬ 
employed pensioners of the Central Government 
and the entitlement shall be that of a officer of 
the highest grade in Central Government; 

(xii) such conveyance facilities as admissible to a 
serving Judge of Supreme Court or a High Court, 
as the case may be, at the time of his re¬ 
employment; 

(xiii) subscribe to the Contributory Provident Fund 
which shall be governed by the Contributory 
Provident Fund Rules. 

5. Terms and Conditions of Chairperson if he were a 
serving Judge before his appointment:— 

When a serving Judge of the Supreme Court or a 
serving Chief Justice of a High Court is appointed 
as the Chairperson, his term and 
service shall be the sam* " were applicable to 
him prior to h ^'^, p0 intment, as the Chairperson, 
Dr °”7ued that in case of his superannuation as a 
iudge before the expiry of his term as 
Chairperson, his service shall be the same as the 
term and conditions of service applicable to a 
retired Judge of the Supreme Court or a retired 
Chief Justice of a High Court, as the case may 
be, for the rest of his term; provided further that 
in so far as his leave matters are concerned, he 
shall be governed by Central Civil Services 
(Leave) Rules, 1972. 
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6. Term and Condition of other members — 

The members other than the Chairperson of the 
authority shall be entitled to— 

(i) to receive city compensatory allowance at the 
rates admissible to a Group “A” officer drawing 
equivalent pay under the Central Government; 

(ii) leave as admissible to re-employed pensioners 
of the Central Government under the Central 
Civil Services (Leave) Rules, 1972 and he sh a l l 
also be entitled to thirty days earned leave for 
every year of service ; provided that the 
Chairperson shall be the authority competent to 
sanction him leave ; 

(iii) payment of salaiy during his leave to be governed 
by rule 40 of Central Civil Services (Leave) 
Rules, 1972 and he shall also be entitled to 
encashment of fifty per cent of earned leave on 
his credit at any time. 

(iv) subscribe to the Contributory Provident Fund 
which shall be governed by the Contributory 
Provident Fund Rules ; 

(v) travelling allowance, daily allowance for 
transportation of personal effects while on tour 
or on transfer (including the journey undertaken 
to join the Authority or on the expiry of his term 
with the Authority to proceed to his home-town), 
at the same rates as admissible to Group “A” 
officer of the Central Government drawing 
equivalent pay ; 

(vi) leave travel concession at the same rate 
as applicable to Group “A” officers of 
the Central Government drawing equivalent 

pay; 


(vii) medical treatment and hospital facilities, as 
provided in the Central Government Health 
Scheme and at places where the Central 
Government Health Scheme is not in operation, 
the member shall be entitled to facilities as 
provided in the Central Services (Medical 
Attendance) Rules; 

(viii) undertake official visits abroad with the prior 
approval of the Minister of the Government of 
India in-charge of the Department of 
Telecommunications and after clearance from 
Ministry of External Affairs on the points 
relating to political affairs and the daily 
allowance and provision of hotel accommodation 
during the period of tour abroad shall be 
regulated in accordance with the Government 
instructions as applicable to officers of equal 
grade in the Government of India. 

7. Residuary Provision :— 

Matters relating to the terms and conditions of service 
of the Chairperson or any other member with respect to which 
no express provision has been made in these rules, shall be 
referred to the Central Government for its decision and the 
decision of the Central Government thereon shall be 
applicable to the Chairperson or the other member, as the 
case may be. 

8. Powers to relax .—The Central Government shall 
have power to relax any provision of these rules in respect of 
Chairperson or any other member.”
